To the Citizens and Patrons of the Milo Water District, Milo, Maine: 
GREETINGS: 


Herewith submitted is the Ninth Annual Report of the Milo 
Water District. 

In compliance with requests, a 2-inch water main 723 feet long 
was laid on D’Este Road from West Main Street to the residence of 
William Pierce and a branch from this main was laid on Stoddard 
Street to connect opposite the George Whitney house with an exist- 
ing main. 

The services installed from this main are 34-inch copper tubing 
with new outside shut-offs. 

The 14-inch water mains on Daniel and Pearl Streets had be- 
come inadequate to render proper service and were replaced with 
770 feet of 2-inch mains. The service pipes from these mains to the 
outside shut-off were renewed with 34-inch copper tubing and new 
shut-offs installed. 

A sewer main 550 feet long was laid on D’Este Street and Stod- 
dard Street and 2 manholes were constructed. 

The periodical analysis of the water has been made by the State 
Chemical Laboratory and the results have been very satisfactory 
and approved by the State Department of Health.

PROTECTION 
MILO FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Herewith is submitted the fire chief’s report for the fiscal 
year February 1, 1950 to January 1, 1951:

It is gratifying to know that we have had no fire of any 
consequence during this period. It adds emphasis to the adage 
“an ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure.” Only by 
becoming more fire conscious can we continue to maintain 
such a record. 


The yearly visit of the fire inspectors will prove greatly 
beneficial against our fire losses. A few minutes spent going 
over our premises with them may mean the saving of fire 
damage. 


We have added a number of improvements to our equip- 
ment. The purchase of a 300 gallon water trailer now equipped 
with portable pump and 500 feet of hose has already proven its 
usefulness in fighting fire in outlying districts. The addition 
of minor equipment on the American-LaFrance pumper has 
increased its water carrying capacity. 

We have adopted a new scheme of draining the booster 
lines of both trucks to prevent winter freezing which also saves 
time and energy. 
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A new roster board in the station gives, at a glance, the 
number of men available at any given time. 

The entire existing alarm system has been repaired and 
serviced. During this repair and inspection we found numer- 
ous sections of the system which need to be replaced. To do 
this necessary repair, and to extend the system to more distant 
points, within the hydrant and town limits, we have asked 
for an appropriation of $2,500.00. 

With the advent of the proposed dial system, there will no 
longer be a central office in Milo. The telephoned fire calls 
from outside the present fire alarm system will then be ham- 
pered and delayed. The speedy alarm offered on the extended 
system will result in less fire loss and less insurance dollars. 

The proposed budget appropriation for services for the 
coming year is $1,600.00. This is the same as was appropri- 
ated last year. In the event that a civilian defense program is 
set up, it may be necessary to draw heavily upon this sum. 

We require the sum of $2,000.00 to maintain our supply ac- 
count. The following break-down is submitted:

We find it necessary to purchase 500 feet of hose a year to 
maintain the proper inventory margin of the company. The 
item of repair is of greater import each year. Depreciation of 
equipment means more frequent repair. The 1925 Reo pumper 
is a large item of expense for each breakdown as parts are not 
readily available. 
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We have need for chemical extinguishers for use against 
oil and gas fires. Each year, as we convert more to oil burners, 
the need for more adequate protection against that sort of con- 
flagration is more apparent. 

The fire ordinances so generously accepted by the town at 
the last annual meeting have been a great benefit to the effi- 
cient performance of the company. The traffic hazzard has 
been greatly reduced. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the board of select- 
men and town manager, as well as the citizens of the town, 
for the many considerations shown the department this past 
year. In return for these favors, we have endeavored to main- 
tain a department of which you may be proud.

To the Citizens of Milo: 

Herewith is a report on the activities of the Piscataquis 
County Tuberculosis and Health Association which covers 
the towns namely: Abbott, Atkinson, Blanchard, Brownville, 
Dover-Foxcroft, Greenville, Guilford, Milo, Monson and 
Plantations Barnard, Elliottsville, Kingsbury, Medford, Orne- 
ville, Chesuncook and Lake View. 

Education functions by pointing out the available resources 
for tuberculosis control and stimulating their wise use. 

Because the tuberculosis problem cuts across many areas, 
our educational program is of necessity broad, emphasizing 
the importance of adequate public health and welfare services 
and good school health programs. 

Our activities should be planned according to what we know 
about the interests and needs of the people with whom we 
work.

SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICE 


In September the school physician, J. B. Curtis, M. D., and 
your public health nurse, screened all children for communi- 
cable diseases. The students of alternate grades were given 
physical examinations. Dental defects still predominate in 
the list of remedial conditions reported to parents after these 
examinations. This year the parents were invited to be pres- 
ent when the physical examinations were conducted in the 
subprimary and grade 2. The parents accepted the responsi- 
bility of furnishing the health history. Parents were present 
at the examination in order to take prompt steps to follow up 
the discovery of defects. The interest shown by the parents 
in this type of program was outstanding. 

Periodic visits were made to each school in Milo, at the 
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request of teachers. Nurse and teachers conferences were 
held to assist in solving special health problems of individuals. 
Conferences with school and town officials and others have 
been held to attempt to work out solutions to these problems.

During the past year the town hall has been painted on the 
outside with two coats of lead and oil paint. Repairs incidental 
to painting have also been made. The auditorium and dress- 
ing rooms, also the kitchen and town office have been painted 
one coat. 


A major amount of grading was done at the cemetery to 
make several more lots available, and also a drive was con- 
structed along the south side. 


Work was started during the year on the eradication of 
causes producing diseases that effect white pine trees. Fol- 
lowing is an abstract from a letter dated December 14, 1950, 
from the United States Department of Agriculture. 


“The Town of Milo made $400.00 available for this work 
in 1950, and during the control season 17,297 wild cur- 
rant and gooseberry bushes were destroyed on 888 acres, 
at a cost of $895.10 (town $395.26, Federal Government 
$499.84). There were 290 acres placed on maintenance and 
will need no further control for an indefinite period, de- 
pending on the recurrence of ribes bushes. There remains 
1,000 acres of the control area needing eradication work 
in the near future. As this work is only conducted on a 
co-operative basis, we recommend that your town make 
funds available again for the 1951 work season.”

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Milo. 


It is with pleasure that I submit herewith my annual report 
as superintendent of schools. 


IMPROVEMENTS ACCOMPLISHED 


The major improvements were made at the high school this 
year, with a complete cleaning job. The interior was painted 
from the Commercial Room on the second floor down to, and 
including, the boys’ basement. The color schemes used were 
recommended by experts in that field. Fluorescent lights were 
installed in the two classrooms downstairs, and all desks in 
these rooms were completely refinished. The auditorium was 
thoroughly cleaned and redecorated. Many parents and citi- 
zens visited this building in response to our invitation, but ~ 
there are many others who should visit the schools. 


The upstairs room of the Chase Hall building was repaired 
somewhat, making it useable as a music room. The heating 
plant has been expanded to adequately heat the room by motor 
valves controlled by thermostats located in the room. This 
room may have to be used as a classroom during 1951-1952. 


New seating units were purchased to replace those of grade 
VIII at Milo Grammar School. The Chase Hall building is the 


next one, in my opinion, which needs improving. 
THE PRESENT PROBLEM 
Milo is in need of new buildings, or at least to consider the 
situation. 


The grade enrollment for September, 1951, is such that 
another teacher will be necessary. The anticipated enrollment 
will be as follows:

The problem is at the Derby School; there will be one more 
grade than there are teachers, and the total of Derby-Milo is 
such that the grades should not be combined. 

In view of the new rating schedule of the State Department 
of Education for high schools, which can be expected to be 
used to rate high schools in 1952, it would seem advisable to 
make plans for a Junior-Senior high school using the present 
grammar and high school buildings to house all grades 7-12 in 
Milo-Derby until such time as a new building could be built. 

If such a plan should be inaugurated, it would be as follows: 

1. Operate the Derby School for sub-primary through 
erade si¥ 

2. Chase Hall—Sub-primary I, II, and III, using the up- 
stairs room as a classroom. 

3. Milo Primary—IV, V, and VI. 

4. Milo Grammar—?2 (VII) and 2 (VIII). 


Under such a plan a research committee should be appoint- 
ed to consider the advisability of constructing a building be- 
tween the grammar and high school buildings to be used as a 
physical education, music, general shop and cafeteria. 

If nothing better can be provided, definite plans should be 
made to provide a better building for the primary grades 
within the near future. 
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You have a very capable school committee who are desirous 
of enlisting the co-operation of every citizen to consider this 
problem thoroughly, hoping that together, satisfactory im- 
provements can be accomplished. 


SODIUM FLUORIDE 


The Federal team visited Milo and administered, free of 
charge, the sodium fluoride treatment to over four hundred 
pupils from pre-school age through the high school. This 
treatment has passed the experimental stage, and it is 
believed to be a successful treatment to prevent the decaying 
OL teetu: 


Through Miss Dorothy Bryant, State Department of Health, 
a dental y«ienist to carry on this program in Milo schools 
an be provided at a total expense of $10.00 per day, and she 
feels that the necessary follow-up work to realize the best 
results from the free treatments done this year can be accom- 

ished for $175.00. This amount was submitted to the budget 
committee for consideration, : 


HIGH SCHOOL CURRICULUM IMPROVEMENTS 


The State Department of Education has sent elementary 
supervisors, the director of vocational education and the di- 
rector of health, to this town, who have given some very 
valuable information and suggestions to the personnel. Mr. 
Kittredge has visited four general shops recommended by the 
State Department, and the State Department feels that he 
has made satisfactory improvements with the space available. 
If you haven’t visited this department for a few years, it 
would be worth your while to make a visit there. 

The home economics department is under the direction 
of Mrs. Lucille Heald, and we have classes of a size which is 
encouraging compared with a class of only three in 1948. » 

The introduction of music into the curriculum has pro- 
eressed well under the direction of Mr. Frederick Gricius. We 
have presented some class work for your inspection and hope 
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to do more. The teachers are to be commended for their in- 
terest and co-operation in music this year, and they are re- 
sponsible for much of the results. The State Department of 
Education approved our music program for the high school 
and were very liberal in allowing the same method of credits 
for music as for any other subject. The band is in need of more 
players and also uniforms. The State Music Festival will be 
held at Brewer this year, and | hope that Milo will be able to 
participate more than previously. This Festival is open to the 
public, and it would be very enjoyable. 

In 1947 the State Department of Education developed a 
course in driver education and recommended it to be taught in 
secondary schools. This year the school committee added to 
its curriculum driver education. The car is furnished to the 
school by Chase & Kimball of Dover-Foxcroft, without any 
charge to the town. The storage is furnished by the fire de- 
partment, and the Lions Club is paying the operating expenses. 

It has been proven in several schools that trained high school 
drivers have one-half as many accidents as untrained drivers. 
In surveys made by the AAA in the United States, there is 
certainly an indication that definite training tends to lessen 
serious driving difficulties. 

During the first semester there were twenty-four students 
enrolled in the driver education course; thirteen boys and 
eleven girls. These students finished the textbook of the 
course and completed some of the actual driving, and it is 
planned to have these pupils finish the driving requirements 
before June. The last semester finds an enrollment of twenty 
pupils, eleven boys and nine girls. These people have already 
started with the actual driving experience, correlated with the 
textbook 

We plan to put on an exhibition of student drivers some- 
time in the spring for parents and citizens who are interested 
in driver education. 

The year has been a pleasant one for me because of the 
helpfulness and co-operation extended to me by everyone, and 
I wish to express my appreciation to them. 
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Much of the pleasantness is due to the valuable advice 
which I have received from the school committee, the co- 
operation of the teachers, the town officials, the fire depart- 
ment, the police department, the Ayuda Club, and the many 
other civic clubs and organizations who have assisted in the 
improvement of the educational offerings for the youth of 
Milo. 

It is with this spirit of co-operation that I feel that Milo will 
continue to improve the educational opportunities for her 
youth. 

In order that we may all not forget the influence which a 
person of refined character and high ideals may have upon a 
community, may we pause in respect for Mrs. Ethel Gilpatrick, 
who has given 26 years of service to the youth of Milo.

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REPORT OF BUDGET COMMITTEE 
February 6, 1951. 


Your budget committee met with the selectmen, superin- 
tending school committee, town manager and superintendent 
of schools on January 22, 1951, and held a general discussion 
of budgetary matters. 

On January 29th the committee met and considered the part 
of the budget presented by the selectmen and town manager. 


On February 5th the committee met again and considered 
the part of the budget as presented by the superintending 
school committee and the superintendent of schools. 

The committee realizes that the services asked by the citi- 
zens are consistent with good government and also that the 
costs of materials, supplies and salaries necessary to provide 
these services are continually increasing. 

It is the intent of the committee to recommend the appro- 
priation of such sums of money for the several departments . 
as will allow them to function properly and yet not increase 
the amount of the tax burden. 

The needs and requirements of each department were con- 
sidered very carefully and our recommendations are submitted 
with the desire that they be useful to the citizens. 

The committee wishes to express its appreciation to the 
executive and administrative officials of the town for their 
co-operation and help.

PROPOSED TAXICAB ORDINANCES 


An ordinance, regulating and licensing taxicabs and taxicab 
drivers and providing penalties for the violation thereof: 


SECTION A — Definitions: 


The following words and phrases when used in this ordi- 
nance have the meanings as set forth herein: 


1. The Town of Milo means, Town of Milo, incorporated 
January 21, 1823, Piscataquis County, State of Maine. 


2. Selectmen means the duly elected and qualified selectmen 
of the Town of Milo. 


3. Certificate means a certificate of public necessity and 
convenience issued by the selectmen authorizing the 
holder thereof to conduct a taxicab business in the Town 


of Milo. 


4. Driver’s license means permission granted by the select- 
men to a person to drive a taxicab upon the streets of the 
Town of Milo. 


5. Holder means a person to whom a certificate of public 
necessity and convenience has been issued. 


6. Open stand means a public place alongside the curb of a 
street or elsewhere in the Town of Milo which has been 
designated by the selectmen as reserved exclusively for 
the use of taxicabs. 
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7. Person includes an individual, a corporation or other 
legal entity, a partnership and unincorporated associa- 
tion. 

8. Taxicab means a motor vehicle regularly engaged in the 
business of carrying passengers for hire, having a seat- 
ing capacity of less than eight (8) persons and not oper- 
ated on a fixed route. 


SECTION iB 


No person shall operate or permit a taxicab owned or con- 
trolled by him to be operated as a vehicle for hire upon the 
streets of the Town of Milo without having first obtained a 
certificate of public necessity and convenience from the select- 
men. 


SHOT LO Nie: 


An application for a certificate shall be filed with the select- 
men upon a form provided by the Town of Milo and said 
application shall be verified under oath and shall furnish the 
following information: 


1. The name and address of the applicant. 


2. Any facts which the applicant believes tend to prove that 
public necessity and convenience requires the granting 
of a certificate. 


3. The number of vehicles to be operated or controlled by 
the applicant and the location of proposed open stand. 


SHEOTION: D: 


Upon the filing of an application, the selectmen shall fix a 
time and place for a public hearing thereon. Notice of such 
hearing shall be given to the applicant and to all persons to 
whom certificates have been theretofore issued. Due notice 
shall also be given the general public by posting a notice of 
such hearing in the post office of Milo and the post office at 
Derby, both in the Town of Milo. The above mentioned no- 
tices shall be given and posted at least seven (7) days before 
the hearing. 
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SEC LELON EL: 


If the selectmen find that further taxicab service in the Town 
of Milo is required by public necessity and convenience, and 
that the applicant is willing to conform to the provisions of 
this ordinance, and that the applicant has the proper liability 
insurance to comply with the requirements of the Secretary of 
State, then the selectmen may issue a certificate stating the 
name and address of the applicant, the number of vehicles 
authorized under said certificate and the date of. issuance; 
otherwise, the application shall be denied. In making the above 
findings, the selectmen shall take into consideration the num- 
ber of taxicabs already in operation, whether existing trans- 
portation is adequate to meet the public need, and the charac- 
ter and responsibility of the applicant. 


Sie LEONG EE: 


No certificates shall be issued or continued in operation un- 
less the holder thereof has paid an annual license fee of ten 
($10.00) dollars for the right to engage in the taxicab business, 
and one ($1.00) dollar each year for each vehicle operated under 
a certificate of public necessity and convenience. Said license 
fee and license shall be for the calendar year and shall be in 
addition to any other license fees of charges established by 
proper authority and applicable to the holder of the vehicle 
or vehicles under his operation and control.

No certificate of public necessity and convenience may be 
sold, assigned, or otherwise transferred without the consent 
of the selectmen. 
eutGcL LGN: 

A certificate issued under the provisions of this ordinance 
may be revoked or suspended by the selectmen if the holder 
thereof has: 

1. Violated any of the provisions of this ordinance. 
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2. Violated any ordinances of the Town of Milo or the laws 
of the State of Maine or of the United States. 


3. Discontinued operations for more than seven (7) days 
in any one month. Before suspension or revocation, the 
holder shall have an opportunity to be heard. 


SECTION I: 


No person shall operate a taxicab for hire upon the streets 
of the Town of Milo and no person who owns or controls a 
taxicab shall permit it to be so operated at any time for hire, 
unless the driver of said taxicab shall have first obtained and 
shall then have in force a taxicab driver’s license. Each appli- 
cation for taxicab driver’s license shall state the following: 


1. Name of applicant. 

2. Age of applicant. 

3. Court record, if any, of applicant. 
| 


That applicant has a current motor vehicle driver’s license 
issued by the State of Maine. 


5. Applicant’s agreement to engage his taxicab for hire only 
at the schedule of rates currently established by the 
selectmen. 


Upon approval of an application for a taxicab driver’s li- 
cense, the selectmen shall issue a license to the applicant which 
shall bear: 


1. Name of licensee. 
2. Age of licensee. 


3. Date and number of licensee’s motor vehicle driver’s 
license issued by the State of Maine. 


A license shall only be issued upon payment by the licensee 
to the Town of Milo of two ($2.00) dollars, and such license 
shall be in effect for the remainder of the calendar year.

A license for a renewal of every calendar year thereafter 
shall be issued upon payment of two ($2.00) dollars unless the 
license for the preceding year has been revoked. 


SECTION J: 


Every driver licensed under this ordinance shall, upon re- 
quest by a proper police officer, present such license for in- 
spection. 


The selectmen are hereby given authority to suspend or re- 
voke any driver’s license issued under this ordinance for a 
driver failing or refusing to comply with all laws of the State 
of Maine. However, a license may not be suspended or re- 
voked unless the driver has received notice and has had an 
opportunity to present to the selectmen, evidence in his behalf.

It shall be unlawful for any person to refuse to pay the fare 
of any of the vehicles mentioned in this ordinance after having 
hired the same, and it shall be unlawful for any person to 
hire any vehicle herein defined, with intent to defraud the per- 
son from whom it is hired of the value of such service. 


Set LON 1. 


No driver shall refuse or neglect to convey any orderly per- 
son or persons, upon request, unless previously engaged or 
unable to do so. 


SECTION M: 


The selectmen of the Town of Milo are hereby authorized 
and empowered to establish open stands in such places upon 
the streets of the Town of Milo as they deem necessary for 
the use of taxicabs operated in the town. Open stands shall 
be created by the selectmen only after considering the need 
and convenience of the general public for such stands and also 
that no traffic hazard would result from such creations. 
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SECTION N: 


Private or other vehicles for hire shall not at any time oc- 
cupy the spaces upon the streets that have been established as 
open stands. 


SECTION O: 


Each of the provisions of this ordinance is severable, and 
if any provisions shall not be affected, they shall remain in full 
force and effect.

Any driver violating any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be subject to any action taken under Section J, and any 
person violating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction there- 
of shall be fined not exceeding five ($5.00) dollars. Said fine, 
so imposed, to be payable to the Town of Milo. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to determine the date 
when taxes shall be due and payable. 


Art. 2%. To see if the town will vote to charge interest on 
all taxes remaining unpaid after a certain date or dates and if 
so, to fix the rate or rates to be charged thereon. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to pay the members 
of the Milo fire department $2.00 per call, and $1.50 per hour 
while on duty after the first hour. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectmen to sell in behalf o° the town or to assign the town’s 
interest or to lease any property coming to the town from tax 
sources, for a consideration to be determined in the judgment 
of the selectmen, and to authorize the selectmen on behalf of 
the town, to execute and deliver the proper assignment, lease 
and instruments of conveyance. 
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Art. 30. To elect three or more fire wards for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 31. To elect or instruct the selectmen to appoint mem- 
bers of the budget committee to fill vacancies that now exist. 


Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to install a street light 
at the corner of Pearl Street and the Pleasant River Road. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to accept, in trust, the 
following sums, incomes from same to be used for the perpet- 
ual care of iots in Evergreen Cemetery, as listed:
